NEW STATE INCOME TAX PKDCOTION 


To preserve a democracy such as ours, it is essential that 
the two-party system he maintained. A step in this direction 
was taken with the passage of H.R. 150. a measure allowing 
a deduction from state income tax for contributions to a 
political party. The new law permits the taxpayer to deduct 
up to $50 for a gift to either the Demo'»ratie or Republican 
city, county or state committee.

PHOENIX—After 
more

hopping. I want to report that 
what this country needs is a good

tion operation. Otherwise this na­ 
tion is in trouble. 
At the moment the Pentagon is 
lettmg the Air Force “do it.” The 
Air Force has zerroed in on all

Local unions are wiring their

chiels 
in

charging they are being strafed 
by Air Force brass which knows 
nothing about labor relations. The 
regional chiefs want permission 
to strike everything from

Canaveral now to big rocket fac­ 
tories next year. National labor 
leaders are telephoning warnings 
to their people not to walk out. 
but there is muttering all along 
the line in to-hell-with-Wa.shington 
tones. 
Some weeks ago, a vice presi­ 
dent of the International Assn. of 
Machinists told 200 delegates at 
a U.S. ancl Canadian missile and

‘Changes May be Required,’ 
Says NCAA Injury Chairman

m an of the NCAA com m ittee on 
football injuries said today he has 
become highly suspicious of the 
helmet and face protector. 
“ I'm speaking only for m yself.”

athletic director, “ but I am con­ 
cerned about the helm et we have 
been 
using, 
and 
some 
changes 
m ay be required.” 
Already 
this 
season 
four col­ 
legians, two sem ipro players and 
15 high school boys—a total of 
21—have died, m ost as a result 
of injuries-. 
“We 
haven't 
come 
to 
any 
official conclusions yet,” said Mc­ 
Coy. “ We are gathering the facts. 
In fact, we have offered to take 
over some of the research that 
is being conducted by the coaches’ 
com m ittee on the subject. 
McCoy said that he thinks the 
plastic helmet and the protruding 
face guard have resulted m added 
danger. 
“ Futherm ore,” 
he

‘the 
way the boys tackle these days 
doesn’t help. Almost all tackling 
is around the chest, with the hope 
of causing a fumble. That can 
snau the neck back. 
“ I 
rem em ber in the days of 
Fielding Yost, he would get ter­ 
ribly 
upset 
if we 
tackled 
any­ 
where over the knees. How often 
do you see that today?” 
McCoy said that his com m ittee 
had taken a survey two years ago 
on injuries. 
“We 
found 
some 
interesting 
things.” he observed. “ For one. 
we found that the biggest per­ 
centage of injuries occurred in the 
beginning of the third period of 
gam es. That would indicate that 
the boys have not been warm ing 
up enough before the second half. 
Perhaps we should make a com­ 
pulsory rule that they warm up 
for five minutes. 
“Then we found that most of 


the seasonal injuries took place 
in the first three weeks of prac­ 
tice. Perhaps the conclusion here 
is that there has been too much 
head-knocking at the start before 
tne lads are properly tra in e d ” . 
McCoy pointed out that at Penn. 
State the players w ear a stocking 
around 
their 
necks 
filled 
with 
sponge rubber during practice. 
“ They 
wouldn’t be 
without it 
once they’ve used it,” he said. 
“We also ask the boys to wear 
mouthpieces rather than face pro­ 
tectors. It's hard to get youngsters 
to do this because they’ve been 
trained in the use of face pro­ 
tectors all during high school.”

Now. as is usually the case, I I 
am sure th a t a n u m b er of fa rm e rs 
a re w ondering ju s t how m uch they 
can afford to pay for feeder pigs. 
Of course, the p rice you can af­ 
ford to pay will depend to a very 
g re a t extent upon w hat you can ex ­ 
pect to get for the hogs wrhen you 
get them read y for m ark et. O ur 
econom ists a t th e 
U niversity 
of j 
M issouri p re d ict th a t beginning in 
O ctober, hog prices will very like­ 
ly decline $1.50 to S2.00 below' la st 
y e a r which w ould m ean th at p rices 
would ran g e aro u n d 
$15 to 
$16. 
Also, the price th a t you can a f­ 
ford to pay for feeder pigs will 
depend upon w hat it will cost you 
to get th ese an im als to m a rk e t 
w eight. J u s t recen tly , I saw som e 
figures out out by thi econom ists 
a t the U n iv ersity based upon farm 
records 
and 
feed er’s 
ex tim ates 
w hich in d icates w hat it m ight cost. 
To raise 
a 
60 pound pig to 225 
pound w eight, they figured th a t if 
would req u ire about 11 bushels of 
corn w hich they valued at $1.10 
per bushel. This plus o th er costs 
including protein and m ineral sup­ 
plem ents. trucking and death toss­ 
es. v eterin ary and drug bills, and 
taxes, insurance depreciation, and 
oth er 
m iscellaneous 
costs 
would 
add up to a to tal cost of $17.29 
except for the cost of the pig. Now. 
on this bases and assum ing you 


could b reak even by paying $18.71 
for a 60 pound pig which am ounts 
to about 3] cen ts per pound. In

i pig, you could afford to pay $14.71 
for a 60 pound pig which accounts 
to 24,5 cents p er pound. 
Now, w hat about a 40 pound pig?

Harvesting L espedeia Seed 
It is about the tim e of y e a r to 
begin 
thinking 
about 
h arv estin g 
lespedeza seed, and it looks as if 
sev eral farm e rs in Stoddard Comi­ 
ty will have a good seed crop this 
year. On the whole, it seem s that 


th ere a re few er fields of L espedeza 
than usual, but indications a re that 
yields will be p retty good. 
Of course, the big question in 
the m inds of m o st fa rm e rs wno 
have lespedeza seed to h arv est is 
w hat p rice they can expect for the 
seed they h arv est. It is still too 
early to nave any definite itiea as 
to w hat the supply and price of 
lespedeza seed m ight be as we 
don’t know w hat the pro sp ects a re 
in other m ajo r lespedeza seed pro­ 
ducing states. We know th at Mis- 
: souri usually produces about one 
third of all the lespedeza produced 
in the country, so th is state has 
considerable influence on seed *up 
plies and p rices. T here a re few er 
fields of lespedeza ov er tne sta te , 
how ever; so even with high yields, 
production in this sta te should not 
j resu lt in a big over >upply. 
Som e fa rm e rs wno do not have 
such a good lespedeza crop m ay 
w onder w hether o r not to h arv est 
seed from it. It is usually a good 
j idea 
to 
h arv e st 
lespedeza 
seed 
even though yields 
a re not too 
high. A nything you realize above 
i the cost of com bining is ju st th at 
m uch e x tra incom e. W hen yields 
a re good, as it ap p ears they will 
; be this y e a r, retu rn s can be p retty 
I good even if th e price of seed 
j isn’t too high. 
As you know, if you have h ar- 
I vested lespedeza seed before, you 
J can h a rv e st seed from lespedea 
m ore easily than from any o th er 
, legum e crop since lespedeza can 
be 
com bined 
directly 
from 
th e 
! standing crop. In spite of this, do- 
ing a good job of com bining will 
pav good dividends It is very im ­ 
p o rtan t th a t you follow the d irec­ 
tions in your com bine m an u al con- 
cerning screen sizes and settings 
! for the 
am ount of 
a ir 
to 
use. 
It is also im p o rtan t th at you clean 
the seed as well as possible while 
com bining: 
how ever, 
you 
d on’t 
w ant to over do it and lose seed 
from over cleaning. D ockage is. 
of course, based upon tw o tilings 
the trash content including w eed 
seeds and w hat it w ill cost to clean 
the seed. So. you will usually bene­ 
fit by doing a good job of cleaning 
the seed while com bining to re ­ 
m ove as m uch trash as possible 
w ithout going to the point of losing 
seed from overcleaning. 
A nother im p o rtan t point to r e ­ 
m em b er is to com bine the crop 
as soon as possible a fte r it is ripe. 
, L espedeza seed sh a tte rs out ra th ­ 
e r easily afte r the crop ripens es­ 
pecially if you have a strong wind 
o r heavy rainfall. So, getting the 
crop quickly can m ean a g re a t 
deal to the am ount of seed you 
get, and in tu rn , to y our profits 
from this crop.

“ Health control of feeder cattle” 


With cool, fall weather coming 
the problem of cattle feeder.' is 
handling feeder 
cattle 
to avoid 
losses from diseases caused 
by 
moving them from point ol pur 
chase to the farm. The most ser­ 
ious disease affecting feeder cat­ 
tle at the present time is ' ship­ 
ping ever”, and its resulting pneu­ 
monia. 
Shipping fever is del mini by Dr 
Alvin B. Hoerlein of Colorado State 
University College of \ etcruiary 
Medicine as an acute respiratory 
disease having a 
com j-lex 
and 
poorly understood cause, occurring 
in beef cattle following shipment 
from the ranch areas where they 
were raised to feedlots where they 
will be fattened. The disease is 
most common in calves, but may 
occur in older animals. A similar 
disease which does not involve ship­ 
ment is found in calves following 
weaning and separation of the cal­ 
ves from the cows on the ranch. 
Death losses resulting from the 
disease are usually low. especially 
if adequate treatment is promptly 
administered, but there is consid­ 
erable loss of weight and condi­ 
tion in affected animals. A certain 
number of affected calves may 
make slow recovery which results 
in low production during the feed­ 
ing period. 
There are three types of factors 
involved in the cause of shipping 
fever. The first factor is the pre­ 
disposing conditions often referred 
to as “stress conditions” which 
have not been studied intensively 
because of the difficulties involv­ 
ed in this type of research in large 
animals. 
A 
group of 
bacterial 
agents 
known as Pasteurella, constitute1 
the second type of factors causing 
shipping fever and they have been 
studied for the longest period of 
time. Third, viruses have been re­ 
cently found to be implicated in 
this coneition. 
Our knowledge is most deficient 
in the area of the predisposing con­ 
ditions which seem to be associated 
with the shipping fever complex. 
Certainly calves are subjected to 
a variety of experiences in the 
short period preceding their ar­ 
rival in the feedlot. 
Usually, within a few days beef 
calves, which generally have not 
been handled previously, are re­ 
moved from their native pastures, 
weaned, shipped and placed 
in 
strange salelots to be sold through 
auctions, trucked from the auc­ 
tion to the feedlot area which is 
strange to them and then they arc 
fed strange feed and water. It ap­ 
pears that these procedures result 
in physiological reactions which 
lower the resistance of the animals 
sufficiently to favor the develop­ 
ment of shipping fever. 
Factors considered important in 
developing shipping fever are phy- i 
sical factors such as cold and expo­ 
sure, stress conditions created by 
the movement of the cattle from 
one area to another, fatigue may ! 
be a significant factor, lack of feed 
and water during shipment may 
contribute to fatigue and strange j 
water and feed enroute all contri- ■ 
bute to the predisposition of ship­ 
ping fever. Calves do a great deal 1 
of “fence walking” and bawling for 
several days after weaning. They 
often refuse feed and water so 
that they actually lose weight for 
a week or two. 
All of these conditions apparent­ 
ly add up to the disease. Sufficient 
information 
is not available 
to 
actually 
“ pin-point” 
the 
exact 
causes. 
Prevention of shipping fever can 
be best accomplished by reducing 
as many of these conditions as 
possible. Tranquilizers show incon­ 
sistent results in the prevention of 
shipping fever. There has been 
some reduction in weight loss and 
the animals start on feed better 
where they were used. 
Early detection and treatm ent 
with antibiotics will prevent ser­ 


ious losses. Your Veterinarian can 
prescribe the proper antibiotic to 
u^c in your ca^e 
We encourage 
dost' supervision and early treat­ 
ment upon detection of the condi-

herd. 
•H I,I PASTURE 
FROM ALFALFA” 


This fall there is a lot of green 
alfalfa showing appearance of re- 
growth after the final cutting tak­ 
en a few weeks back. What is the 
way to utilize this high quality feed 
that wc sec in our alfalfa fields? 
Should we take another cutting? 
Should we pasture it now or should 
it be held for later use, or should 
all that good growth be left un­ 
touched. 
First of all, the shock of cutting 
it for hay this late would bo hard 
on the 
land. It is not possible to 
give a direct answer that will best 
fit each field of alfa.fa in this coun­ 
ty. That's because your needs for 
pasture, the other pasture that you 
have available for use, and the 
needs of different classes of live­ 
stock for quality of feeds all vary. 
Let’s consider various facts that 
should contribute to better deci­ 
sions. 
First, it is definitely known that 
pasturing 
alfalfa 
damages 
the 
stand. The degree of damage de­ 
pends on how heavy the grazing is 
and the stage of growth of the 
alfalfa. Before cold weather stops 
fast, active growth, heavy grazing 
will weaken your alfalfa 
plants. 
After a heavy freeze comes and 
practically stops growth there is 
little weakening of the root system 
from grazing off the top growth, 
providing some alfalfa is left to 
catch snow which gives some win­ 
ter cover. 
Another point to consider is that 
green 
growing 
alfalfa in 
pure 
stands may cause bloating. There 
is no sure fire wav to insure com­ 
plete safety from bloat. However, 
it there is a grass mixture in grain 
or hay on alfalfa at this season of 
the year will seldom bloat. 
Another factor is the fact that 
you may have a real need for 
succulent, high 
quality 
pasture 
right now. And, actually if you 
don’t graze too heavily, some pas­ 
turing of your alfalfa is not likely 
to hurt your stand too seriously. 
With the recent drouth we have 
been experiencing, perhaps this 
might be one of the big factors 
in making your decision. 
In summary, we might say that 
if you need the pasture now don’t 
hesitate to use it. One caution is 
that you should not over-graze and 
second, take precautions against 
pasture that might serve present 
needs. Where this is the case, it 
will be best to save that alfalfa 
growth until after a heavy freeze 
makes it relatively inactive. Late 
grazing at a later date would save 
a lot of hay. T he decision is an 
individual one which you will want 
to make.

Cotton Classing 


Through October 23 the USDA 
Cotton Classing Office 
in 
Havti 
had classed 173,198 samples for 
Missouri farmers under the Smith- 
Doxev program, according to R. O. 
Slay, Officer In Charge. This is 
about 45 percent of the estimated 
production for the state. Slightly 
more than one-half the estimated 
production has been ginned. 
Fifty-one percent of the cotton 
classed last week graded Middling 
or better. This compares with 55 
percent the week before and 59 
percent for the season so far. Av­ 
erage staple length is still very 
good. Last week 28 percent of the 
samples classed were called long­ 
er than 1-1-16” while only one per­ 
cent was called shorter than 1- 
1-16” . 
Fanners received from $48 to 
$54 per ton for cottonseed in most 
of Missouri last week. Oil mills 
were paving $58 per ton for basis 


grade <100*. Average grades for 
seed ranged from 96.0 in Scott 
County to 99.5 in Dunklin County. 
Sjiot cotton 
prices were steady 
in the South Central Area Prices 
paid farmers in country m arkets 
were firm and were generally 30 
to 150 points over loan levels. Spot 
cotton demand was strong for Mid­ 
dling and higher grades of 1-3-32” 
and longer staple lengths and stren­ 
gthened 
for Strict ow Middling 
Plus and lower White grades with 
1-1-16” staple. Domestic mill buyers 
were more active than last week, 
but foreign purchases decreased. 


Feeder pig sales are being held ( 
in this area, and I suspect th a t' 
several farm ers are considering 
the question of whether or not to 
buy feeder Pigs. 
Reports from , 
farmers indicate that there is con­ 
siderable corn left In the fields be. 
hind the pickers due to lodging, 
so I am sure several farmers will 
be interested in using feeder pigs 
or other kinds of livestock to clean 
up this corn. 
Now, as is usually the case, 1 | 
am sure that a number of farmers 
are wondering just bov. much ‘hey 1 
can afford to pay for feeder pigs. 
Of course, the price you can al- 
ford to pay will depend to a very 
great extent upon what you can ex­ 
pect to get for the hogs when you 
get them ready for market, Our 
economists at the University of j 
Missouri predict that beginning in 
October, hog prices v,ill very like­ 
ly decline $1.50 to S2.00 below last 
year which would mean that price - 
would range around $15 to $16. 
Also, the price that you can af­ 
ford to pay for feeder pigs will 
depend upon what it will cost you 
to get these animals to m arket i 
weight. Just recently, I saw some 
figures put out by tht economists 
at the University based upon farm 
records 
and 
feeder’s 
extimates 
which indicates what it might cost. 
To raise 
a 
60 pound pig to 225 
pound weight, they figured that if 
would require about 11 bushels of 
corn which they valued at $1.10 
per bushel. This plus other costs 
including protein and mineral sup­ 
plements. trucking and death loss­ 
es, veterinary and drug bills, and 
taxes, insurance depreciation, and 
other miscellaneous costs would 
add up to a total cost of $17.29 
except for the cost of the pig. Now. 
on this bases and assuming you 


could break even by paying $18.71 
for a 60 pound pig which amounts 
to about 3i cents per pound. In 
order to make a profit of $4.00 per 
pig, you could afford to pay $14.71 
for a 60 pound pig which accounts 
to 24.5 cents per pound. 
Now*, what about a 40 pound pig? 
Well, to get a 40 pound pig to the 
225 pound weigth. they estimated 
that it would require 12 bushels of 
corn which they valued at $1.10 
per bushel. This 
plus 
the other 
costs which I mentioned in eon. 
nection with the 
60 pound 
pig 
would add up to a total cost of 
$19.45 to get a 40 pound pig to 
market weight except for the cost 
of the pig. Now. using this as a 
basis, and assuming that you could 
get $16 for the hogs when you 1ake 
them to market, you could break 
even by paying $13.55 for a 40 
pound pig which amounts to 41 
cents per pound. Now, in order to 
make a profit of $4 00 per pig. 
you could afford to pay $12.55 for 
a 40 pound pig. which amounts to 
about 31 cents per pound. Now, 
of course a higher price foi corn, 
a higher price for feeder pigs, a 
lower price for market hogs, or 
any combination of these factors 
would decrease you profit margins 
If you’re thinging about buying 
feeder pigs, these are things that 
you should consider very carefully, 
and as I’ve said, of you’ll use your 
own 
costs 
for 
getting 
pigs 
to 
m arket weight you will end up 
with more realistic figures for your 
particulat stuation. 
Harvesting Lespedeza Seed 
It is about the time of year to 
begin thinking about harvesting 
lespedeza seed, and it looks as if 
several farmers in Stoddard Coun­ 
ty will have a good seed crop this 
year. On the whole, it seems that 


there are fewer fields of Lespedeza 
than usual, but indications are that 
yields will be pretty good. 
Of course, the big question ?n 
the minds of most farmers wno 
have lespedeza seed to harvest is 
what price they can expect for the 
seed they harvest. It is still too 
early to have any definite idea as 
to what the supply and price of 
lespedeza seed might be as we 
don’t know what the prospects are 
in other major lespedeza seea pro­ 
ducing states. We know that Mis­ 
souri usually produces about one 
third of all the lespedeza produced 
in the country, so this state has 
considerable influence on seed sup 
plies and prices. There are fewer 
fields of lespedeza over me state, 
however; so even with high yields, 
production in this state should not 
result in a big over supply. 
Some farm ers wno do not have 
such a good lespedeza crop may 
wonder whether or not to harvest 
seed from it. It is usually a good 
idea 
to harvest lespedeza seed 
even though yields are not too 
high. Anything you realize above 
the cost of combining is just that 
much extra income. When yields 
are good, as it appears they will 
be this year, returns can be pretty 
good even if the price of seed 
isn't too high. 
As you know, if you have har­ 
vested lespedeza seed before, you 
can harvest seed from lespedea 
more easily than from any other 
legume crop since lespedeza can 
be 
combined directly from 
the 
standing crop. In spite of this, do­ 
ing a good job of combining will 
pay good dividends It is very im­ 
portant that you follow the direc­ 
tions in your combine manual con­ 
cerning screen sizes and settings 
for the amount of air to use. 
It is also important that you clean 
the seed as well as possible while 
combining; 
however, 
you don’t 
want to over do it and lose seed 
from over cleaning. Dockage is, 
of course, based upon two things 
the trash content including weed 
seeds and what it will cost to clean 
the seed. So. you will usually bene­ 
fit by doing a good job of cleaning 
the seed while combining to re­ 
move as much trash as possible 
without going to the point of losing 
seed from overcleaning. 
Another important point to re­ 
member is to combine the crop 
as soon as possible after it is ripe. 
Lespedeza seed shatters out rath­ 
er easily after the crop ripens es­ 
pecially if you have a strong wind 
or heavy rainfall. -So. getting the 
crop quickly can mean a great 
deal to the amount of seed you 
get, and in turn, to your profits 
from this crop.

conditions are being watched more 
closely than in past years. How­ 
ever, some pickkers still start a 
little early while dew is still on 
the cotton. 
J. M. Ragsdale. Cotton Ginning 
Specialist, tells me that more gin­ 
ners are using moisture meters 
tnan before. Tnis is a good invest­ 
ment and is necessary equipment 
to do the best possible job of gin­ 
ning. Aciording to Ragsdale the 
operation of most cotton gins thus 
far have been the best he has ob­ 
served in the last twelves years. 
This certainly speaks well lor the 
ginners anl is proof that in most 
instances they are doing their best 
to get top quality for the farmer. 
Several farmers have said that 
according to grade cards return­ 
ed thus far they have received the 
1 highest grade ever. The weather 
has been almost ideal for harvfest- 
ing wth the exception that cool 
I nights have reduced the eilectiv 
ness of defoliants in some cases 
Most farm ers are well pleased 
with the yield they are getting on 
cotton. This is true despite late 
planting, 
excessive rainfall 
last 
spring, new diseases, abnormally 
cool weather, difficult defoliation 
and many other things that haves 
plagued the hard working cotton 
man this fear. 
Give Chemicals A Final 
Evaluation at Harvest Time 
Several farmers haves recently 
asked questions about the effect 
of certain chemicals on yields. All 
chemicals that have been tried at 
the Research Center and recom­ 
mended by the University have 
been checked carefully for their el- 
fect on yield. This year we have 
seen some unusual things happen 
on a few fields where some of the 
chemicals wei'e used. I have not 
observed any cases where recoin 
mended chemicals were used and 
yields were reduced. However. I 
have seen some cases where these 
chemicals did not give the exx;>ect- 
ed weed control. I believe that 
weather conditions tins year have 
been 
primarily 
responsible 
tor 
poor results in some cases. I do 
not believe that we should let un­ 
favorable results in one year com­ 
pletely discourage us from using 
weed control chemicals. They have 
proven in past years that they 
will do an effectives job il weather 
conditions are favorable.

H am m erm ills a re flex ible, cost 
j of rep airs are relatively low, run- 
j m ng emp ty does not injure the m a ­ 
chine. and efficiency is not g re a t­ 
ly reduced by w ear. 
They will grind e a r corn or hay 
and are esp ecially suited for fine 
grinding but are not as well suit- 
1 ed to cracking and coarse grind­ 
ing. Some dust and fine p articles 
are p roduced and it is difficult to 
obtain a uniform grind.

ROLLER 
MILLS are the simp lest grain re ­ 
ducing machine. Two rollers, sp ac­ 
ed with a sm all clearance, crush 
the m aterial as it p asses between 
them. Some rollers are grooved in 
which the case the m achine m ay 
be called a crim p er-rnller. A wide 
range of crim p ing or cracking rol­ 
lers are available. Power require­ 
m ent is low' and little dust is p ro­ 
duced 
Roughage or grain m ix tures can­ 
not be handled 
F or ex am p le oats 
and coin cannot be inlle-d togeth 
er. The rolls, when adjusted for 
corn, are too far ap art to affect 
the oa:s. When 
oats and corn are 
to be p ut 
into the sam e m ix ture 
one must be rolled and the rolls 
adjusted before the other grain i? 
p rocessed. 
Roller mills m ust bp cleaned of 
all grain before they are stoop ed 
or they cannot be started. If thev 
are op erated p rop erly they require 
little attention and have a long life 
Roller mill* are adjusted by chang­ 
ing the op ening between fhe roll 
ers. 
RUHR MILLS grind by crush­ 
ing and shearing the feed between 
tw'O cast iron p lates. One is sta ­ 
tionary and the other rotates at 
a fa Li ly slow sp eed 
The feed i s 
fed into a hole in the center of tin­ 
p lates and is moved outw ard and 
ground by sp iral ribs on the p late s. 
Typ ical size of a burr mill p late 
is 101 z inches in diam eter. Rota­ 
tion sp eed of the p lates may be 609 
to 750 revolution? p er minute. 
A burr mill should not be run 
em p ty unless the p late? a re held 
ap art. O p erating em p ty or allow­ 
ing metal objects to enter between 
the 
p late? will cause ex cessive 
wear and often breakage. They r e ­ 
quire 
frequent 
rep lacem ent 
of 
p lates from n orm aal wear. They 
will handle e a r corn, but it m ust 
be crushed or cut up before m ov­ 
ing between the p lates. B urr mills 
p roduce 
a 
relatively 
uniform 
ground feed and a re well adap ted 
for coarse grinding of grain. Pow­ 
er requirem ent is norm ally less 
than roller mills.

1962 Upland Cotton Quota and 
j Acreage Allotment Proclaimed: 
Referendum December 12 
The U. S. D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture today announced a nation- 
, al m arketing quota of 
15.714.000 
bales (standard bales of 500 pounds 
gross weight) and a national allot­ 
ment acreage of 18.101.718 acres 
for the 1962 crop of upland cottoft. 
This includes an allocation of 100.- 
000 acres from the national acre­ 
age reserve, to take care of m ini­ 
mum farm allotments. 
Decem ber 12 has been set as the 
date for the referendum on 1962 
upland cotton m arketing quotas At 
least two-thirds of the uoland cot- 
; ton farm ers voting m ust approve 
the quotas if they are to be ef­ 
fective. (A sim ilar vote on m arket­ 
ing quotas for the 1962 crop of ex­ 
tra long staple cotton will be held 
on the sam e date.* 
It now appears that domestic 
consumption and exports for this 
year will be about 14.3 million 
bales and about 14.5 million bales 
next season. 
Ba:erl on recent planning 
and 
yield trends, the 1962 allotm ent of 
about 18.1 million acres is expect­ 
ed to produce about as much cot­ 
ton as will be used in the 1962-63 
season, leaving the carryover on 
August 1, 1963. at about the sam e 
level 
the carryover estim ated 
for August 1, 1962. While this car­ 
ryover would be in excess of 46 per 
cent of disappearance, no down­ 
ward adjustm ent of acreage to re­ 
duce this carryover 
is 
deemed 
wise in view of the international 
: situation. This is in accord with 
recent recom m endations of the N a­ 
tional Agricultural Advisory Com­ 
mission and the Cotton Advisory 
Committee that provision be m ade 
for a carryover of not less than 
45 percent of disanpearance.

If m arketing quotas are not in 
effect for the 1962 upland cotton 
crop, the allotm ent program will 
rem ain in effect, and price sup­ 
port will be available to coopcra- 
tors at 50 per cent of parity, as 
provided by law. 
Under the 1962 quota program , 
growers who exceed their farm 
acreage allotm ents will be sub­ 
ject to penalties of 50 percent of 
the cotton parity price as of June 
15, 1962, on the farm ’s excess pro­ 
duction of the crop.

The m arketing quota exemption 
is not an allotment. Tf the acreage 
harvested is within the farm al­ 
lotment. all of the wheat produced 
on the farm may be m arketed free 
of the m arketing quota penalty. 
If. however, the wheat acreage on 
the farm exceeds the allotment or 
the exemption, whichever is high­ 
er. the penalty wall be computed 
on the acreage in excess of the 
allotment.

PORTABLE MIXING 
GRINDING MAI lIIM s 


Some farm ers 
have indicated 
an interest in portable mixing and 
grinding m achines. In view of this 
interest the following inform ation 
m ay be of help in deciding wheth­ 
er or not a person should buy one. 
Portable mixing-grinding 
m ac­ 
hines provide many livestock feed­ 
ers with a flexible tool to improve 
their efficiency, expand their op­ 
erations, and reduce time and la­ 
bor requirem ents. 
Portable 
units 
are 
available 
with ham m erm ills. 
roller 
mills, 
burr mills or cutter mills. They 
are also available 
with various 
combinations of these. 
Farm tractors are used to sup­ 
ply power through the PTO shaft. 
, The units vary in size and newer 
requirem ents but a three-plow trac 
tor will furnish am ple power for 
most of the m achines. 
Mixing is done by various me­ 
thods. Most of the m achines use a 
12-inch, upright auger 
Feed can 
be satisfactorily mixed in sm all or 
large batches. 
Some advantages are: Grinding 
mixing, transporting, and unload­ 
ing are combined into one m achine 
Farm tr; • .or - orves as power unit 
Grain storage need not be m one 
place. Sam e m achine will serve 
dilferent types of livestock. Feed­ 
ing operation m ay be changed or 
exxpanded. 
Labir 
and 
tim e 
re­ 
quirem ents reduced. Easily adap­ 
ted to present feeding operation. 
Some disadvantages arc: 
The 
tim e of one man is needed to car­ 
ry on feeding o erations. Some la­ 
bor is required in moving concen­ 
trates and grain into the mill. Ail 
w eather driveways are necessary 
for most operations. G rinder must 
be transported. 
Ration must be 
m easured or 
emhed i n i o mil! and 
farm tractor must be used for op­ 
eration. 
Research indicates that there is 
no significant difference 
in 
thm 
gain of livestock when fed 
the 
sam e ration, prepared to the sam e 
fineness by various grinding mills. 
This does not mean there is no dif­ 
ference in grinding mills. Mills 
vary in their method of reducing 
the size of the feed and in the 
shape of the ground particles. 
The 
four 
principal 
types 
of 
grinding m achines 
are ham m er 
mills, roller mills, burr mills and 
cutter mills. Combinations of the.se 
m ay be built into one machine. 
The power requirem ent for these 
mills is related to capacity the 
size of the end product — the fin­ 
er the 
particle 
size, 
the 
more 
Dower required. M oisture content 
is also a factor. 
The 
economic 
advantage 
of 
grinding varies with the feeds and 
the anim als involved, but is often 
considerable. Medium and coarse 
grinding are usually preferred to 
fine grinding 
which reduces pa- 
latability, 
increases power 
re­ 
quirem ents and dust. 


HAMMERMILLS are the most 
widely used. They use either free- 
swinging or fixed ham m ers which 


usually have a top speed of 12,too 
'to 17,000 feet |>er minute- Feed is 
carried around in a thin layer be­ 
tween the ham m er tips and a cy­ 
lindrical screen and are reduced 
in size bv the ham m er tips plow­ 
ing through this la,vet-. The fine­ 
ness of the feed is prim arily con­ 
trolled by the size of ihe holes in 
the 
screen 
although 
ham m er 
speed and num bers are also fac­ 
tors. Rrittle kernels are shatter­ 
ed by im pact. 
Ham m erm ills are flexible, cost 
of repairs are relatively low, run­ 
ning em pty does not injure the m a­ 
chine. and efficiency is not great­ 
ly reduced by wear.

They will grind ear corn or hay 
and are especially suited for fine 
grinding but are not as well suit­ 
ed to cracking and coarse grind­ 
ing. Some dust and fine particles 
are produced and it is difficult to 
obtain a uniform grind A m ixture 
of grain can be ground. 
A djustm ents are made bv chang­ 
ing the screen size. 
ROLLER 
MILLS are the sim plest grain re­ 
ducing machine.

He said he 
had President Kennedy's approv­ 
al.

‘The progress

defense buildup makes unneces­ 
sary the use of additional defense 
funds appropriated by the Cong 
less above the amount requested 
by tile adm inistration.” 
The Pentagon originally opposed 
buying more of the long-range B52 
bombers and a speedup in de­ 
velopment of the BTO, designed to 
fly at 2,000 miles an hour.

Kennedy had requested but added 
more for another 46-plane wing of 
the B52s, pius money to speed 
development of other projects.

several farm ers are considering 
the question of whether or not to

Pigs. 
Reports 
from j 
farm ers indicate that there is con­ 
siderable corn left In the fields be. 
hind the pickers due to lodging, i 
so I am sure several farm ers will 
be interested In using feeder pigs 
or other kinds of livestock to clean 
up this corn. 
Now, as is usually the case, I t 
am sure that a num ber of farm ers 
are wondering ju st how m uch they 
can afford to pay for feeder pigs. 
Of course, the price you can af­ 
ford to pay will depend to a very 
g reat extent upon what you can ex­ 
pect to get for the hogs when you 
get them ready for m arket. Our 
economists at tile University of 
M issouri predict that beginning in 
October, hog prices will very like­ 
ly decline $1.50 to S2.00 below last 
year which would m ean that price-, 
would range around $15 to $16. 
Also, the price that you can af­ 
ford to pay for feeder pigs will 
depend upon w hat it will cost you 
to get these anim als to m arket 
weight. Ju st recently, I saw some 
figures put out by th* econom ists 
at the University based upon farm 
records 
and 
feeder’s 
extim ates 
which indicates what it m ight cost. 
To raise 
a 
60 pound pig to 225 
pound weight, they figured that if 
would require about ll bu hots of 
corn which they valued at $1.19 
per bushel. This plus other costs 
including protein and m ineral sup. 
plem ents, trucking and death loss­ 
es. veterinary and drug bills, and 
taxes, insurance depreciation, and 
other 
miscellaneous costs 
would 
add up to a total cost of $17.29 
except for the cost of the pig. Now. 
on this bases and assum ing you 


could break even by paying $18.71 
for a 60 pound pig which am ounts 
to about 3] cents per pound. In 
order to m ake a profit of $4.00 per 
pig. you could afford to pay $14.71 
for a 60 pound pig which accounts 
to 24 5 cents per pound. 
Now. what about a 40 pound pig? 
Well, to get a 40 pound pig to the 
225 pound weigth, they estim ated 
that it would require 12 bushels of 
corn which they valued at $1.10 
per bushel. TTiis 
plus 
the other 
costs which I mentioned in con­ 
nection with 
the

pig 
would add up to a total cost of 
$19.45 to get a 40 pound pig to I 
m arket w eight except for the cost 
of the pig. Now. using this as a 
basis, and assum ing that you could 
get $16 for the hogs when you toke I 
I them to m arket, you could break 
even by paying $18.55 for a 40 
pound pig which amounts to

cents per pound. Now, in order ro 
m ake a profit of $4 00 per pig. 
you could afford to pay $12.55 for 
a 40 pound pig. whish amounts to 
about 31 cents per pound. Now, 
of course a higher price fo. corn. 
a higher price for feeder pigs, a 
lower price for m arket hogg, or 
any com bination of these factors 
would decrease you profit m argins 
If you’re thinging about buying 
feeder pigs, these are things that 
you should consider very carefully, 
and as I’ve said, of you’ll use jo u r

particulat stuation. 
Harvesting Lespedesa Seed 
It is about the tim e of year to 
J begin 
thinking 
about 
harvesting 
lespedeza seed, and it looks as if 
I several farm ers in Stoddard Couu- 
• ty will have a good seed crop this 
year. On the whole, it seems that 


there are fewer fields of Lespedeza 
than usual, but indications are that 
yields will be pretty good. 
Of course, the big question in 
the minds of m ost farm ers woo 
have lespedeza seed to harvest is 
w hat price they can expect for the 
seed they harvest. It is still too 
early to have any definite idea as 
to what the supply and price of 
lespedeza seed m ight be as we 
don’t know what the prospects are 
in other m ajor lespedeza seed pro­ 
ducing states. We know that Mis­ 
souri usually produces about one 
third of all the lespedeza produced 
in the country, so this state has 
considerable influence on seed sup­ 
plies and prices. There are fewer 
fields of lespedeza over tne state, 
however; so even with high yields, 
production in this state should not 
result in a big over supply. 
Some farm ers who do not have 
such a good lespedeza crop m ay 
wonder whether or not to harvest 
seed from it. It is usually a good 
idea 
to 
harvest 
lespedeza 
seed 
even though yields 
are not too 
high. Anything you realize above 
the cost of com bining is just that 
m uch extra income. When yields 
are good, as it appears they will 
be this year, returns can be pretty 
good even if the price of seed 
isn’t too high. 
As you know, if you have har­ 
vested lespedeza seed before, you 
can harvest seed from lespedea 
m ore easily than from any other 
legum e crop since lespedeza can 
be 
combined directly 
from 
the 
standing crop. In spite of this, do­ 
ing a good job of combining will 
pay good dividends It is very im­ 
portant that you follow the direc­ 
tions in your com bine m anual con­ 
cerning screen sizes and settings 
for the am ount of 
air to use. 
It is also im portant th at you clean 
the seed as well as possible while 
com bining; 
however, 
you 
don’t 
w ant to over do it and lose seed 
from over cleaning. Dockage is, 
of course, based upon two things 
the trash content including weed 
seeds and what it will cost to clean 
the seed. So. you will usually bene­ 
fit by doing a good job of cleaning 
the seed while com bining to re­ 
m ove as m uch trash as possible 
without going to the point of losing 
seed from overcleaning. 
Another im portant point to re­ 
m em ber is to com bine the crop 
as soon as possible after it is ripe. 
Lespedeza seed shatters out rath ­ 
e r easily after the crop ripens es­ 
pecially if you have a strong wind 
or heavy rainfall. -So. getting the 
crop quickly can m ean a great 
deal to the am ount of seed you 
get. and In turn, to your profits 
from this crop.

Cotton Ginning 
Specialist, tells m e that m ore gin­ 
ners are using m oisture m eters 
tnan before. Tnis is a good invest­ 
m ent and is necessary equipm ent 
to do the best possible job of gin­ 
ning. Aciording to Ragsdale the 
operation of m ost cotton gins thus 
far have been the best he has ob­ 
served in the last twelves years. 
This oertainly speaks well tor the 
ginners ani is proof that in m ost 
instances they are doing their best 
to get top quality for the farm er. 
Several farm ers have said that 
according to grade cards return­ 
ed thus far they have received the 
highest grade ever. The weather 
has been alm ost id**al for harvfest- 
ing wth the exception that cool 
nights have reduced the effectiv 
ness of defoliants in some cases, 
M ost farm ers are well pleased 
with the yield they are getting on 
cotton. TTiis is true despite late 
planting, 
excessive 
rainfall 
last 
spring, new diseases, abnorm ally 
cool w eather, difficult defoliation 
and many other things that haves 
plagued the hard working cotton 
m an this fear. 
Give Chemicals A Final 
Evaluation at Harvest Time 
Several farm ers haves recently 
asked questions about the effect 
of certain chem icals on yields. Al! 
chem icals that have been tried at 
the Research Center and recom ­ 
mended by the University have 
been checked carefully for their ef­ 
fect on yield. This year we have 
seen some unusual things happen 
on a few- fields where some of the 
chem icals wei*e used. I have not 
observed any cases where recon) 
m ended chem icals were used and 
yields were reduced. However. I 
have seen some cases where these 
chem icals did not give the exxpect- 
ed weed control. I believe that 
w eather conditions this year have 
been 
prim arily 
responsible 
for 
poor results in some cases. I do 
not believe that we should let un­ 
favorable results m one year com ­ 
pletely discourage us from using 
weed control chem icals They have 
proven in past years that 
they 
will do an effectives job if weather 
conditions are favorable.

1962 Upland Cotton Quota and 
Acreage Allotment Proclaim ed: 
Referendum D ecem ber 12 
Tile U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture today aiuiouncecj a nation­ 
al marketing quota of 15,714.000 
bales (standard bales of 500 pounds 
gross weight) and a national allot­ 
ment acreage of 18,101,718 acres 
for the 1962 crop of upland cot tort. 
This includes an aliocation of 100,- 
000 acres from the national acre­ 
age reserve, to take care of mini­ 
mum farm allotments. 
December 12 has been set as the 
date for the referendum on 1962 
upland cotton marketing quotas At 
I least tw’o-thirds of the unland cot- 
j ton farmers voting must approve 
the quotas if they are to be ef­ 
fective. (A similar vote on market­ 
ing quotas for the 1962 crop of ex­ 
tra long staple cotton will be held 
on the same date.' 
It now appears that domestic 
consumption and exports for this 
year will be about 14.3 million 
bales and about 14.5 million bales 
next season. 
Based on recent planking 
and 
, yield trends, the 1962 allotment of 
about 18.1 million acres is expect­ 
ed to produce about as much cot­ 
ton as will be used in the 1962-63 
season, leaving the carrvover on 
August I, 1963. at about the same 
level 
the carryover estimated 
for August I, 1962. While this car­ 
ryover would be in excess of 46 per 
cent of disappearance, no down­ 
ward adjustment of acreage to re­ 
duce this carryover 
is 
deemed 
wise in view of the international 
situation. Ibis is in accord with 
recent recommendations of the Na­ 
tional Agricultural Advisory Com­ 
mission and the Cotton Advisory 
Committee that provision be made 
for a carryover of not. less than 
45 percent of disappearance.

churchmen themselves. Dr. Billy 
Graham for one, complained that 
members of business - supported 
churches seem to lose th espirit of 
voluntary giving. Others are con­ 
cerned over the unfair competition 
posed to taxpaying businessmen by 
church enterprises. 
A solution to the inequities of 
such tax exemptions is suggested 
by several court decisions, which 
limited tax-free church properties 
to those actually used for religious 
purposes.
